exchanges of ill-natared oriticism betwoon 
tho journals of the two countries, une sig 
nificant little frontier incident, and another 
not agreeable episode occurred in conuce- 
tion with Prosident Carnot’s tour. This 
latter incident, according to the Paris cor- 
respondont of the Standard, * has been bo- 
ticod in diplomatic quarters us denoting the 
existenco of acertain coolness with Ltaly.’ 
Chambery being close to tha frontiar, it is 
suggested that the fact uf King Humbert 
not having sent an Aide-de-Camp to com~ 
plimont the President ia a departure from 
tho usual etiquette. It.is alsogaid that the 
President received with marked coldness 
the grectings of the Italian Consul. This is 
not all. ‘There is a distinct friction be- 
twoon the two Governments with regard to 
a claim of tho French Consul at Mas- 
sowah, in virtue of the cupitulationa, 
to exercise certain rights in favour of 
these who are under French protection 
there. Italy claims at Mussowah ‘ full so- 
vereign rights,’ among others that of im- 
posing municipal taxes vn foreign reidonta. 
Tho French deny this claim,and the Riforma 
of July 25 states that the Italian Commun- 
der-in-Chieffhas declinedjfurther intercourse 
with the Froneh Consalar agent. It ia 
evident that the position isa delicate one, 
and in the present temper of the two na- 
tions might bring on a serious misunder- 
Standing.

With regard to the sccond mattor, the 
burning of paper-clothes in the street by 
Chinese, his conduct will also commend it- 
solf to anprojudiced minds, What ara. the 
facts iu this tistance ? Last year, before the 
Governor came to tho Colony,, tha police, 
acting KE hove no doubt by instructions, 
manifosted apecial indulgence towards the | 
observers of this religious coremony ; and 
whereas 65 eases were prosecuted in 1886 
only 10 were prineented in 1837. theag ten 
casaa doubtless invulving a special dager te 
person and property. ‘This year the Chi- 
noav naturally thought the same indnigence 
would be extended, and proceeded with their 
c.remony. But thero had been a, change 
in officialdom, The Captain Suporintend- 
ent of Polieo had returned te the Colony 
and was ignorant of tho indulgences accord- 
ed Ineé year; a new and inexperienced 
Magistrate reigned on the beneh, The re- 
sult waa that in one day 75. summonses wore 
issued against Chineso for vbserving this 
religious ceremony, and G0 people wera con- 
victed and punished. The Governor, to 
his great credit, at unce saw the injua- 
of this; and be again acted as 
a sensible man and not as a red- 
{apiat wonld have done. The law was 
faulty, obscure, . indefinite ; at any rate 
it had beon read by Magistrates up till 
then as: giving them power to convict for 
such offences inawhulesa emauner, irreupec- 
tive of a public danger being proved or not. 
The Govarnor could vet pass a bill within 
afow hones ummn-ling the law, but he conld 
prevent his officera from enforcing the law 
4d ag to opprvsa the people. Aud thia was 
whut he wieely did. He is carefnl at tha 
same time nut to allow the custom full 
awing without imposing curtain conditions, 
wirebh ho thinks will onsure tho safety of 
person and property-all that was ever 
sought to be protected. He admits cun- 
didly that these measures were only tem- 
porary, thut no edict of his can alter tho 
law ; ond states plainly that after due con- 
sideration further steps would be taken, 
which will doubtless be in the way of aa 
amendment of the law. 

Such interference on behnlf of the Chi- 
nese is apparently pooh-poohed by the Daily 
Prese os silly sentimentality, © You say the 
Chinese are keon to watch such couccssions 
no that even when interference nay be 
not-anjustifisble, it is more calculated to do 
evil than good, The logic of this argument 
is that the Governor ought to have allowed 
the beggars to rot in Gaol and contaminate 
their fellow prisoners, and should have 
permitted the police to suppress a religious 
coremony, whother Gangeroas or not, be- 
cause an innperfect law gavo, or was con- 
stroed to give, them powers worthy. of tho 
Inquuition of Spain, “Extended to: its 
ultimate conclusions your reasoning would 
prove that no concensions nt all ought to 
bo granted, that injustice should be allow- 
ed full course, for fear the peopte should 
ask moro than what is tight. Such have 
been the argumonta of the most inveterate 
cnewivs of liberty and pro ress ever since 
the world began, A Parisian mob inter- 
prote liberty as meaning avarchy, and 
consequently, it is argued, liberty must be 
refused to a}l peoples. ‘The great point to 
considur is—are concessiuns just! If they 
are, they ought to begranted, I was not in 
the Colony when Governor Hennessy waa 
here and cannot speak peraoually as to his 
doings. I believe he often was regardless 
of the meana by which he uttained his ends. 
But bocunse ba may liave abused the pre- 
rogatives of Governer ia no argument why 
Guvernur des Vieux should not ose the prero- 
gative inn eminently just manner, The 
great seience uf governing ia to know when 
to he inerciful and when to be just and se- 
vere. Governor dés Vurux tins ehown that he 
knows whon to-be mercifal, and T hava no 
doubt he will he just and severe when the 
cccasion demands.

BONFIRES.

Sm,—1 was astonished last night io fad 
you come forward and defend the silly 
charges made by the Daily Press against 
tho Govornor. _ His Excellency clearly

The firat defendant came vut im: | 
mediately ‘after the other two. Ho lind 
some books under his urm, T called unt to j 
the Hung San boy-to arrest him, When 
he tuok hold of him the: other two defend. | 
ants came back and pushed away the Hung 
San boy. After rescuing the first defeud- 
ant, they all ran in the direction of the 
Man Mo temple. I saw fire in tho Kut 
Fung under the shelf where the can 
dies are kept: I was’ then . standing 
inside the shop. ‘about four feet from 
the door. 1 noticed ‘a atrang amell . of 
kerosono ‘and saw kerosenc renning 
all over tha place, I put my hand down 
and emolt it, I snw a kerosene lamp on the 
counter but it was notlighted. It waa at 
the place where the accountant generally 
writes. I was going to try to put the fire 
out, but my foki said ta me it: was too 
big and so I camo nway. Tknew the Kut 
Fung well, having been in the habit. of 
going thers to make purchases. The ac- 
countant sleeps ia the shop and the third 
defondant olso sleeps there. “The third de- 
fendant’s bed was, placed jnst inside-tho 
door. Iwas in the shop the night before 
thofire, Isaw no sign of any bed then. I 
had known the Kut Fang for more than 
two years. The business of tha shop was 
very dull of late; ‘There used to bo rice- 
pounders in the shop, but about twenty 
days. ago they céased to employ thrm. 
Peoplo very seldom wont ta the shop 
to make the purchases; they wont 
chiefly to the Wing Ching shop. There was 
not much gonda in. the shop of Iste. 
T should say there was not more than about 
$200 worth of goods in the place. The 
stock IT saw two days before the fire was 
much leas than they used ta have. Since 
the month of Juno this year the stock was 
lessened, 

Q.—Whut do you think was the origin of 
the fira? 

Mr. Wotton objected to the question,

AT don't know ; the shop waa already 
on fire when T saw it.

Besides, the fokis did not call ou 
when the placo was on fire; — the 
beds were not there and tho shgp. was 
closed earlier. than weunl, AL theso are 
particular reasona for my thinking that the 
Gre was not-xccidental. I did. not see any- 
thing under the cand!e shelf to cause tho 
fire. There was nothing there but some 
firewood, 

By the Court—The firewood J saw under 
the shelf was all blazing, The firowood 
was loose. It was usually kept in a basket 
outside the shop. I have seen some loose 
firewond under the candle shelf befora. 
There was kerosene on the wood that was 
burniog ond kerosone was. running from 
that: place, The wood appeared tu bo 
soaked with it. ‘Thero was no fire in any 
other part of thashop. The firewood was 
all in confusion aa if it had been thrown 
there, not as if it werestured there. There 
waa nothing to suggest how the fire had 
-beyvun. 

By Mr Wotton :— I knew the Heung 
Sban boy becauso he always slept 
outside the Kut Fung He «peaks 
the Heung Shan dialect and tho people in, 
ths street call him the Heung Shan boy.

Sir Jamea Hannen, ‘in delivering their 
Lordships’ judgment, eaid the Danish 
steamship Norden waa on Nov, 3, 1886, on 
a voyage down tho Canton rivee. It was 
alleged on her behalf that about six p.m. 
she wus ecven or oight tiles’ above Tiger 
Tatund, well over ber starboard sido of the 
channel, going about nine-and-s-half knota, t 
steoring $.8.E. } E. bycompags. At about 
half-past six "clock the masthead light of a 
which ‘turned out to be Hor 
Majesty’s ship Eapoiz, was sighted nearly 
right abeal Abont a quarter or half o paint 
on the port bow, about three miles distant. 
A few minutes lator the red liyht of the 
Hyspoir came in sight about one-and-a-half 
point on the port bow, On that red light 
boing acen the course of the Norden was 
altered about one-aud-a-half point to give 
the Bspoir a wider herth, and the Norden 
was shortly’ after ateadicd of her former 
course, Whon tho vessols bad ‘appronched 
to abuut. 600yards, the. Mepair being broad 
on the Neréen’s bow, tho Lspoir anddenty 
starbuarded ber helm and bore down.as if to 
cross tha Nenden's bows.

As’ the 
steamer whith proved tv be the Norden, 
continued -to shuw her yreen. tight, the 
Espoir was kept ateadily on’ her course, 
When tha Nordin bore about two points oa 
the sturboard bow of. the: Hapoir, and was 
apparently 500 yards aif, the helm of tho 
latter was starboutded to give the Norden a 
wider berth, whan abe suddenly sunt in 
her green.and showed her red. - A collision 
being then’. inevitable, the — engines 
of the Repoir, were immediately reversed 
full apeed ond her heim put hord a-port. 
Tho Norden did not appear to alncken her 
apeed, and the Espoir struck the Norden on 
her port ..bow, The collision. took place 
abouta mile and a-bolf N. by W. 4 W, of 
the furt on Tiger Island. Tho firat quos- 
‘tion which aross upon “those .remarkably 
conflicting statements was a3 to the place uf 
collision. Thoir, lordships were of opinion 
that the evidence for the Jspoir was more 
to be relied on than that for the Norden, 
aud that the place of collision mora nearly 
correapunded with that given by the Hspoir 
than that given by the Nurden, It result- 
ad from that that the Espeir would, whan 
off Tixor Ielaud, as atated by her witncssca, 
have the white and green lights of tho 
Norden on her starboard bow.

This coutinnes to bo true, 
no matter how proticient one inay have be- 
e mu in the colloquini—ao that he perhaps 
understands every phrase, and might poaa- 
bly if worst camo to worst, write down 
every character which he has heard in o 
given sentence ; and yoth- might be unable 
to decide exactly what tha spenker had in 
mind. The reasum of this must of coirse 
be thatthe apeaker did not expresn what he 
had in mind, but something elec more or 
less cognnte to it, from which bo wished bis 
meaning or a part of it to be inferrod, 
Next to a cofapotent kniwtedgo of the Chi- 
nese langnage, larga powers of inferonce 
are essential to anyouo who is to deal suc- 
cessfully with the Chinese. and whatever 
his powera in thie direction may be, in 
“mang instances be will still go astray, be- 
enuse these powers wore net equal to what 
wasrrequired of them. In illustration of 
this ll-pervading phenarocnan of Ohiucee 
life, Jet us take th case of those whe ure 
the carliest and-often by no means the 
leash important repracontatives to ns of the 
whols nation—our servants, One morning 
the ‘Boy’ pata in un appearanes with his 
usnal expressionless visage, merely to men- 
tien that oné of his ‘aunts’ is ailing, and 
that ho shall be obliged to forego the pri- 
viloge of doing our work for a fow days 
while ho is absent proseenting his inquiries 
as to ber condition.

Whother tho first of theso 
two desirable ends is attained, will depend 
upon the description of the commodity or 
workniiiship” demanded, There are no 
doubt, certain classes of materials and 
work which cannot be procured hero, a6 
their production ia beyond the resources 
of the Colony, a condition of aifnirs which 
must occur in all similar ciraumstances, 
Small colonies like the Steaita Settlements 
cannot be expected to sival the “mother 
eauutry in the producttove of workshops, 
iron foundries aud mannfuctures of overy 
Kind. but they tay do ao great deal tor 
warde ‘supplying materials and work of an 
ordinary character; When they have 
arrived at thia comparative, degrea of ex. 
ccHence, their products and handicraft, ve 
think, should be patronised, It must bo 
borne in mind that it is the residents in 
the Colony who pay the rates and taxes 
from-which ite yearly increasing revenue 
is derived, and it is but faiy that some 
rutura should be made, when possible, to 
them. Money that they can fairly and 
honestly earn hy theic own oxertiona, 
in whatever branch of business, handicraft, 
or professional work they may he dia. 
played, ought not to bo seat out of the 
Colony. Tho onus of producing materials 
wud workmanship up toa fairly good 
standard, rests with the people themsolves, 
but when they have attained to it, -thoir 
efforts should receive attention from those 
having authority in the ordering and-die.
